IN the Time of E I. the carrying | 


Wool out of the Realm was ſtrictly forbid; and 
by. Edward III. the Exportation of Ship 
Timber; which ſhews the Regard our Anceſtors 
had ior Trade and Navigation. In the 11th of 
Edward HE the Exportation of Wool was 


made Felony, with this Clauſe added (until it 


was otherwiſe provided by King and Council) 
which Power ſo given, was ſoon after thought 
to be illegal, and gave Occaſion for the grariting 


Licences for Exportation, to all that would give 


Forty Shillings upon a Pack of Wool above due 


Cuſtom (which was half a Mark for a Pack);

By 37th Eaward III. our Staple Wares of 
Wool, Woolfells, Leather, Sc. were transferred 
to Calats, and the Staple continued there many 
Years ; during that Reign, the Cuſtoms * of 
Calais brought in 68000l. per Annum, from 
theſe two Staples, the one at Antwerp, the other 
at Calais, and by the Revenue raiſed from them, 
it may be inferred, that this Commodity was one 
of our chief and ſtanding Funds in War, and 
other Times of Exigency, and likewiſe that the 
Countries where theſe Staples were thus fixed, 
were not provided with theſe Commodities of 
their own Growth, and conſequently the preſent 
Manufactories in Foreign Countries, ſubſiſt 
chiefly upon the Advantage they recive from 
the illegal Exportation of Britiſb aud Jriſo

Lu r us conſider another great Damage done 
to this Nation, by ſuffering this illegal Ex- 
portation. As tor Inſtance, one Pack ot Britiſh 
or trifþ Wool, will work up two, beſides itſelf, 
of the coarſe harſh Wool, of foreign Growth, 
which otherwiſe would be uſeleſs, — lie on their 
Hands, in reſpect to their Trade with Turkey, 
Spain, Portugal, and other foreign Parts. 17 
may prehaps ſeem a Paradox to ſome People, 
till rightly underſtood, that the more unwrought 
Wool we ſuffer to be exported, the more we ſhall 
be overftocked with it at Home. 


EXAMPLES 

SUPPOSE 150000 Packs of Wool (being but 
half the Quantity generally thought to be thipt 
to Foreigners, from the. ſeveral Coaſts of Great 
Britain and Ireland) ſhould be yearly exported

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Markets; therefore as the Demand for Goods in 
Foreign Parts would continue to be the ſame, 
(the Queſtion being not what is the Quantity 
demanded, or conſumed, which is certain, but 
 'Who1hall furniſh that Quantity) as much leſs as 
Foreigners are enabled to work up (by the Aſſi- 
ſtance af Britiſb or Irifþ Wool,) ſo much more 
- muſt be manufactured by Great Britain; and 
Conſequently the firſt Year a Law were made, 
to put an effectual ſtop to the unlawful Expor- 
tation of Britiſb and Iriſb Wool, the Quantity 
of Woollen Goods for Foreign Trade would be 
by ſo much leſſened, as is at this time worked 
up in Fraxce, and other Foreign Parts, which 
would naturally increaſe the Demand, more 
than double it is at preſent from Great Britain, 
and by keeping pur Wool at Home, they could 
only be ſupplied from hence; for without the 
Material (the Mool,) it will be impoſſible for 
them to have the Manufacture, and, by the 
ſame Rule, our Woollen Goods muſt increaſe in 
their Value, in Proportion to their Demand.

Ix na more than 5000 Ton of Sugar, To- 
bacco. Wines, or any other Commodity, could 

be imported, and the Demand or Conſumption 
required 10000 Ton, then the Demand would 
be for twice the Quantity, and it muſt therefore 
follow, that the 5000 Ton will ſell at a higher 
Price, than if the Demand were equal to the

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certain, than that our Wool and Woollen Goods 
would increaſe in their Price, in Proporti 


on to 
their Demand, and our Merchants would be 
courted for them more than ever, when they 
may be certain of a quick Sale, and fure Con- 
ſumption ; for where the Wool is, there muſt be 
the Manufacturers, and there the Demand for 
the ſeveral Afſortments proper for each Country. 

IT is to be feared that ſome Gentlemen of no 
mean Rank, whoſe Eſtates border on the Sea- 
Coaſt, are too much influenc'd by 4 near, but 
a falſe, Proſpect of Gain, and therefore not fo 
much to be wondered at when they endeavour 
to amuſe and miſlead others, that are making 
their utmoſt Efforts to recover and improve our 
moſt valuable Trade; the Effects of theſe Mea- 
ſures we have by long Experience felt, though 


we have willingly deceiv'd ourſelves * by im- 


puting the great Decay of our Manufa#tures to 
various Accidents, rather than to the true 
Cauſes. eee 
Ir is therefore very much to be wiſhed, that 
the Landed Gentlemen of Great Britain, would
